In our relations with England she i* largely 
and habitually a creditor. 
Elko all other 
creditors, she is willing to buy more and to 
lend more while her own wit Hat ion is perfect- 
ly easy—but when she is herself pressed, she 
ceases to buy, and proceeds at once to exact 
payment. 
Thus, in ordinary time*, she re­ 
ceives payment for good* in our own produce, 
or in our own funds, nnd rarely requires, be­ 
cause rarely needs specie. 
But a sudden 
trouble baa come upon England, which re­ 
verses tho whole of our relation*, 
lier crop* 
have failed, and she is forced to protect her 
people against famine by purchasing food,
